land along the north and 
south edges of Sikeston be 
incorporated into the city 
limits. 
The major problem facing 
the city in annexing the land 
is extending city utilities to 
the sites. 
The land recommended 
for annexation includes an 
area of 1,200 acres north of 
the Rodeo grounds and east 
to 
In te rsta te 
55, 
the 
Cummins Diesel and highway 
patrol site south of the city, 
and 
the 
La Valle property 
southwest of the city along 
Highway 60. 
Two owners of land north 
of the Rodeo grounds have 
asked for annexation so they 
can develop the land. Burt 
Rowe and Bob Nowell both 
plan residential developments 
in the area recommended for 
annexation. 
Cummins Diesel has told 
the city 
it is willing to be 
annexed into Sikeston. The 


council is not expected to 
approve the annexation of 
the Highway patrol site if the 
patrol elects to remain in 
Poplar Bluff. 
The 
LaValle 
property 
along 
Highway 
60 
was 
described by commissioners 
as some of the prime area for 
industrial development in the 
city. The land is located at 
the southwest corner of the 
city, and has running through 
it highway 60 and the Frisco 
Railroad. 
The commission tabled an 
annexation proposal for a 
1,400 acres of land east of 
Interstate 
55, saying they 
wanted to give it further 
consideration. 
Commission members had 
e x p re sse d 
doubt 
about 
whether 
absorbing 
such a 
large area at this time would 
be in the city’s interest and 
wanted to study the proposal 
further. 
The problem facing the 
city 
in 
the 
proposed 
expansion is paying for the 
extension 
of 
city 
utilities 
into the areas. Cost estimates 


ate around 
$600,000 
for 
providing utilities to the land 
north of the Rodeo grounds. 
For

LaValle property 
estimates are $220,000 and 
for the Cummins Diesel and 
Platrol site, $38,000.

Shear said, is that it will make 
women eligible for the draft.

Rep. Judith O’Connor said 
she was advocating passage of

But I don't want 
to see women lose some of the 
advantages they now have."

Squirrels face lean winter 


COLUMBIA - Missouri 
squirrels, after a summer of 
fat living, now face the grim 
realities of winter and it 
almost certainly will make a 
difference in squirrel hunting 
in 1973. 
The pickings are lean. 
Acorns, which are a staple 
item in a Missouri squirrel’s 
diet, 
are 
off 
greatly 
in 
production 
over 
1972 
in 
most of the heavily forested 
areas of Missouri. 
In northern and western 
Missouri, largely prairie, the 
acorn crop is better but not a 
staple food. The heart of the 
squirrel woods is the Ozarks 
and there the acorn picture is 
poor. 
’ “We rate our mast crops 
on a basis of 300 points 
being 
perfect, 
says 
Don 
Christisen, game biologist for 
t h e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
o f 
Conservation. 
“No 
season 
ever is perfect. From 226 
points on up is excellent. In 


the Ozarks this year, the 
overall index was 153 points 
for the black oaks and 111 
for the white oaks.” 
Squirels 
favor 
hickory 
nuts first and attack them 
early in the fall. “That’s the 
ice 
cream 
nut 
crop 
for 
squirrels,” 
Christen 
says. 
“After that, they’ll move on 
to 
the 
white 
oaks, 
the 
so-called sweet mast, then 
will wind up with the red and 
black oaks which contain a 
higher 
concentration 
of 
tannin and are more bitter.” 
Nature provides a built-in 
timetable for squirrel food. 
White oak acorns may sprout 
within days of landing on the 
ground, but the black and 
red oaks, which are left by 
squirrels until last, do not 
sproud until springtime. 
“The situation this year 
in the forest region found the 
black oaks off 41 points 
from 1971 and the white 
oaks off 33 points, which is 


significant,” Christisen says. 
Overall, the mast index 
was almost the same as the 
1971 index - but it was 
distributed differently, with 
fewer nuts in the heavy 
forrests and 
more in the 
scattered 
woodlands. 
The 
forest index was only 114, 
rated fair, while the prairie 
region had an index of 157 
or good. 


Best producing nut tree 
was the pecans with an index 
of 191, but squirrels have to 
be quick to beat people to 
the pecan crop, an important 
forest crop in Missouri. 
Even though the 1971 
mast production in the oaks, 
hickories, pecans and walnuts 
was particularly down in the 
prairie region from the 1970 
index which was the best in 
five 
y e a r s , 
s q u i r r e l 
production was excellent in 
the 
spring 
of 
1972 
and 
hunters benefitted. 
Some 
of 
the 
south- 
central Ozark counties had 
exceptional squirrel hunting 
and overall, the state showed 
a 
fine 
season. 
Christisen 
sends out between 500 and 
700 hunter survey booklets 
every year to avid squirrel 
hunters. 
“ These 
are 
not 
the 
occasional hunters” he says. 
“These are hunters who go 
r e g u l a r l y . 
A n d 
my 
information 
indicates that 
the popularity of squirrel 
hunting is as great as it ever 
wa s . 
I t ’s 
a 
popular 
misconseption that squirrel 
hunting is a dying art -- but it 
just isn’t so.

Prospect Is Grim 
For Any Progress

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A kind of dismal pall hangs over this captial as a new 
congress gets to work and President Nixon prepares for 
his second term. January, symbolically, is the month of 
iiesh hope. Yet the signs of it are not visible. 
Even the renewed prospect of a Vietnam war settlement 
cloesn t help much. It has been anticipated for so long that, 
when it finally comes, we will very likely find that it gives 
us very little lift at all. 
Liberals who have argued for years that Vietnam stood 
in the way of virtually all home front progress will be 
placed, uncomfortably in the bright glare. 
Over-promisers without equal, they will be stripped of 
all excuse and asked to deliver. But deliver what? 
The massive health care program the nation seems so 
badly to need? Sen. Edward Kennedy, a chief proponent 
of such a program, sees no hope for passage by Congress 
this year, though he has been actively trying to build 
pressure for it for at least two years. 
The rebuilding of the cities? Here the glibness of the 
liberals has really entrapped them. The phrase rolls 
easily off the tongues of the romantics. But the fact is 
they don’t have the vaguest idea how to accomplish the 
task. 
Even a superficial tour of half a dozen of our largest 
cities is quickly sobering. Housing is deteriorating. Streets 
are pocked. Ordinary services are performed erratically 
at best. The response to crime has been to convert many 
homes, apartments, stores and other living and working 
places into minor fortresses under constant guard. Re­ 
building the cities, in body and spirit, looks like the task 
of a half a century rather than half a presidential term 
as Sen. George McGovern appeared to be suggesting in 
his campaign. 
But if the liberals’ barrenness of fresh thought is near 
to being exposed in early 1973, what about Richard Nixon? 
He may have gained crushing re-election by behaving 
in a “presidential manner’’ in the foreign field he loves 
so much. Yet, against a rival who struck U.S. voters as 
“presidential” in no way, the President’s triumph may 
have been deceptively easy. 
He could be reading the signals wrong if, as some of his 
friends hint, he imagines he can make his second term a 
duplicate of the first. 
True, he won’t be standing for election again, and won’t 
have to take any personal heat if he, too, fails to deliver 
on the home front. 
But we are not today in a time of foreign crisis such as 
marked Harry Truman’s regime and is persuading many 
to overlook Truman’s serious domestic failures. We have 
a more balanced mix of problems, and Americans unmis­ 
takably want some kind of real movement at home. 
Thus Mr. Nixon may risk more than some observers 
think if he does not apply strong influence in such areas 
as welfare and tax reform. Why? For one thing, historians 
surely will see that the mix is different, and judge Mr. 
Nixon across the board. For a second, the President owes 
allegiance to the ‘“system,” not just to his image in 
history. 
The time may not be right for broad health care, but it 
is clearly right for action on welfare and taxes. Some 
specialists argue that a president needs a second term to 
let such issues mature and then move at last to act upon 
them, Mr. Nixon now has that chance. Not to deliver may 
be to do grave harm to the presidency as an instrument 
for effective action on today’s puzzling home front. As 
the year dawns, hope is thin.

Legal rights few for illegetimates 


No crueler example of the 
Old 
Testament 
admoniton 
(Exodus 20:5) that the sins of 
the fathers shall be visited 
upon the children can be found 
today 
than 
in 
society’s 
treatm ent 
of 
illegitimate 
children- the 
offspring of 
un we d 
parents. 
These 
unfortunate waifs are far more 
likely than other infants to 
b e c o m e 
d e l i n q u e n t , 
homosexual, or neurotic. Many 
are welfare recipients almost 
from birth. 
Despite 
the 
increased 
availability and effectiveness of 
contraceptives, 
and 
the 
liberalized 
attitude 
toward 
abortion in some areas, the rate 
of illegitimate births in the 


United States has tripled since 
1940. 
The 
number 
bom 
between 1961 and 1970 was 
equal to the population of the 
city of Los Angeles. By 1980, 
it is estimated that 400,000 
illegitimate children a year will 
be born in this country. 
The legal disabilities that 
long have plagued illegitimate 
children may have disappeared 
by then. Five years ago, the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
it was unconstitutional for a 
state to deny an illegitimate 
child the right to recover 
damages 
for the 
wrongful 
death of his mother. Last year, 
the court began to expand the 
rights of the illegitimate child 
in relation to his father. It held 


that a state could not deny 
such acknowledged children 
the right to receive a deceased 
f a t h e r ' s 
w o r k m e n ' s 
compensation payments. 
“Why should the illegitimate 
child be denied rights merely 
because of his birth out of 
w edlock?” 
asked 
Justice 
William O. Douglas in the 1968 
opinion. He noted that the 
marital status of one's parents 
did not affect an American's 
responsibility to pay taxes and 
be subject to the draft. In the 
more recent case, Justice Lewis 
F. Powell Jr. wrote for the 
court: “No child is responsible 
for his birth, and penalizing an 
illegitim ate 
child 
is 
an 
ineffectual- as well as unjust­ 


way of deterring the parent.” 
Displaying 
his 
strict- 
constructionist colors, Justice 
William H. Rehnquist disagreed 
with Powell and the rest of the 
court, asserting that he could 
not find an illegitimate child's 
right to compensation benefits 
mentioned in the Constitution. 
Now before the court are 
cases which attack Texas laws 
obliging a father to support his 
legitim ate, 
but 
not 
his 
illegitimate, 
children 
and 
denying 
the 
illegitimate 
offspring the right to sue the 
father for support. 
The right of every child- 
regardless of his “legitimacy” 
to the support of his father was 
recognized more than a centry 


ago by the British jurist and 
legal 
scholar, 
Sir 
William 
Blackstone. Some states, such 
as Texas, have not yet come 
that far. Critics of laws like 
those of Texas point to them 
as a major reason for the 
economic 
deprivation 
and 
related hardships suffered by 
many illegitimate children. 
Arizona and Oregon have 
abolished 
the 
concept 
of 
illegitimacy 
altogether 
by 
allowing a child born out of 
wedlock the same rights of 
support and inheritance as the 
child of married parents. After 
the 
1968 
Supreme 
Court 
decision, Missouri reversed its 
posture on the issue and now 
requires 
every 
father 
to 


support his child, legitimate or 
not. 
Possibly 
these 
hapless 
children will at last be caught 
up in the sweep of the civil 
rights movement. This would 
be only fitting, according to 
Harry D. Krause, author of 
Illegitimacy: Law and Social 
Policy 
(1971). 
It 
is 
his 
contention that laws penalizing 
illegitimate birth stem from the 
same source as those that have 
held back women and racial 
minorities- prejudice, pure and 
simple.

Dear Dr. Lamb—This may 
not seem important to you, 
but it is to me. How can you 
get rid of bags under your 
eyes? 
I’ve 
tried 
many 
things. What causes these? 
Dear Reader—Directly un­ 
derneath the eyelid 
is a 
small bag of fat. As people 
get older, unless they have 
remained very thin, this bag 
of fat increases in size lead­ 
ing to the typical baggy ap­ 
pearance that disturbs some 
people. Of course, with the 
enlargement of the bag of 
fat, the skin of the lower 
eyelid is stretched. The only 
satisfactory way of correct­ 
ing this problem is by cos­ 
metic surgery. 
An incision is made along 
the rim of the lower eyelid 
just at the base of the eye­ 
lashes. With a little pressure 
beneath the eyeball, the bag 
of fat is literally popped out 
and excised. The excess skin 
is then removed and the in­ 
cision sutured. It usually re­ 
quires several months to re­ 
gain full normal movement 
of the lower eyelid, since the 
muscles normally associated 
with the eyelid closure are 
attached to the skin in this 
region and are cut in the 
course of the operation. 
Transitory 
accumulation 
of small amounts of fluid 
will also cause bags tempo­ 
rarily. This is more prom­ 
inent in the morning and 
usually disappears by noon 
unless there is an associated 
medical problem. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—My hus­ 
band is a faithful reader of 
your column and would like 
to know this. He takes vit­ 
amin capsules and chews 
them. I have told him they 
will dissolve if he swallows 
them whole, and he will get 
the same benefit. He can­ 
not accept that answer. He 
chews any pill or capsule 
and does not believe they 
can dissolve themselves, but 
that 
they 
go 
undigested 
through your system. Please 
explain the truth. 


Dear Reader—Pills are de­ 
signed to be dissolved in the 
digestive tract. The coating 
on them, including vitamin 
pills and capsules, is usually 
there to save you from hav­ 
ing to experience their ter­ 
rible taste. While it isn’t true 
that medicines have to taste 
awful to be effective, it does 
seem to be true that a lot of 
good medicines taste pretty 
bad, including some vitamin 
preparations. Some pills are 
coated with a material to 
keep them from being dis­ 
solved in the stomach. This 
is 
because 
the types 
of 
chemicals in the pills might 
be destroyed by the acid di­ 
gestive juices in the stom­ 
ach, and it is desired that 
they be protected from this 
until they reach the intestine 
which 
is 
more 
alkaline. 
These 
are 
called 
enteric 
coated pills or capsules. 
There are some pills that 
don’t dissolve well in the di­ 
gestive tract and might pass 
through 
without 
adequate 
absorption. This is a result 
of faulty preparation, if it 
should occur, and to my 
knowledge no pharmaceu­ 
tical houses are intentionally 
making pills of this type. 
Some 
pills 
should 
be 
chewed, but usually the doc­ 
tor will give you this instruc­ 
tion or they will be on the 
prescription, or it will be 
on the bottle if it happens to 
be something you can buy 
yourself. As an illustration, 
many of the antacid tablets 
are chewed so that they will 
provide the most immediate 
and 
effective 
neutralizing 
action of the acid in the 
stomach. I think it’s safe to 
say that your husband can 
swallow his vitamin pills and 
other pills and feel assured 
he will receive the full bene­ 
fit from them.

C A M E I?

Each photo trip I take teach­ 
es me something. 
If my most recent trip were 
to be retraced now, I ’d take 
more color film; keep a more 
careful daily diary listing more 
specific information of pictures 
when taken; buy more prepaid 
mailers for sending off exposed 
film en route; and I wouldn’t 
put a roll of exposed film in my 
gadget bag and leave the top 
unzippered. 
My wife and I recently re­ 
turned from a 12-day cruise on 
the 42-passenger Mount Hope, a 
boat specially built to sail on 
the inland rivers, canals and 
lakes that connect the U.S. and 
Canada in the Northeast. 
We started from the ship’s 
home port, Warren, R.I., and 
reached Montreal via the Hud­ 
son River, Erie Canal, Lake 
Ontario, the Thousand Islands 
and St. Lawrence Seaway. 
From Montreal, we turned 
south at Sorel, Quebec, into the 
Richelieu R iver, squeezed 
through the Chambly Canal to 
Lake Champlain and reached 
Whitehall, N.Y. Our voyage 
ended there because heavy 
rains closed some of the re­ 
maining locks temporarily. We 
bused back to our starting 
point. 
It was a unique experience 
which makes a good picture 
story, offbeat enough to share 
with others and to recall with 
pleasure in the future. There 
were about a dozen camera to- 
ters aboard but only three oth­ 
ers kept their cameras con­ 
sistently handy.

missing. It must have rolled out 
of sight. My suggestion now: 
put exposed film in your pocket 
or in a closed compartment of 
the gadget bag. 
I made -another mistake on 
this trip: not enough color film! 
Fortunately, I was able to get 
film, during the last few days, 
from other fans who didn’t run 
short. That’s what happens 
when I don’t listen to my own 
advice. 
I've preached often and loud­ 
ly that one should be more than 
generous in figuring film 
needed for a trip. Each photog­ 
rapher shoots differently but he 
should know whether he can 
shoot one, two or three rolls or 
cartridges of film on a good 
day. Figure the maximum for 
each day of the trip and he 
shouldn’t have to scrimp or 
scrounge by the trip’s end. 
Some of the film I shot I had 
prepaid processing mailers. 
While we were at the Oswego, 
N.Y., marina, I mailed some 
Kodachrome film to Rochester 
and some GAF film to its plant 
in Binghamton. By the time we 
returned home, the finished 
slides in both cases awaited us. 
The effect was like having Po­ 
laroid instant color film — won­ 
derful! 
During our cruise, the Mount 
Hope went through more than 
50 canal locks. They ranged 
from the historic Eric Barge 
Canal and the double towpaths 
of Quebec’s Chambly Canal to 
the powerful new giants of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway. All along 


the route, children, adults and 
pets greeted our boat as it went 
by. 
With so many specific places 
— like churches and museums 
on a travel tour — it is neces­ 
sary to make accurate identi­ 
fications as pictures are being 
taken to prevent utter confusion 
when pictures are assembled 
later. And the best way to keep 
such information intact is to 
have a small pocket notebook 
that you keep on your person at 
all times. Use it as a daily 
diary, make complete notes of 
places and people and add de­ 
scriptions of details that pin­ 
point a particular picture as 
you shoot. 
At the same time, collect 
brochures, travel guides andi 
maps of the areas for correctl 
names, spellings and locations 
for later reference. 
I noticed that most of our 
picture takers stood at the rail 
of our vessel when shooting 
scenes of passing interest — 
fishermen, a schooner, tankers, 
the locks, etc. Their pictures 
then would have a lot of water 
in the foreground and a lot of 
sky. 
When I took the same pic­ 
tures, I sought a vantage point 
on our boat so as to show the 
passengers at the rail looking or 
waving to the fishermen, the 
schooner, etc. Not only did it 
make a strong foreground and 
fill the picture area to better 
advantage, but it told a better 
story of our voyage ... scenes 
seen from our mini-cruise liner.

The case of the 
stolen handcuffs

The only problem Howie found with his leisure. . .was how 
to keep others from using it. Taking a dim view of working, he 
preferred to hang around a poolroom where he cut up pretty 
well. One day, however, he cut up pretty badly and was arrested 
for disorderly conduct. After handcuffing Howie and placing 
him in a patrol car, the arresting officer then re- entered the 
poolroom to make a second arrest. When he returned to his car, 
however, he found both Howie and his handcuffs gone. 
Several days later, when their paths crossed again, the 
indignant officer arrested Howie for stealing his handcuffs. 
“He had some nerve,” complained the officer in court. “It 
was bad enough he escaped from my patrol car, but he had no 
right to take my property with him. Without my handcuffs, I 
felt practically naked.” 
“Well, I obviously couldn't leave the cuffs behind,” was 
Howie’s answer.” And, since he willfully put them on me I can’t 
be convicted of stealing them since I came into possession of 
them lawfully.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you convict Howie 
of stealing the officer’s handcuffs? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that 
“possession” means to have control, care and management of an 
object. And, observed the judge, when a person is handcuffed 
against his will, it would be manifestly absurd to think that he is 
given control, care and management of the handcuffs. On the 
contrary, concluded the judge, he has mere custody of them and 
may not deprive the true owner of them. If he does, it’s larceny.

Squirrels face lean winter 


COLUMBIA — Missouri 
squirrels, after a summer of 
fat living, now face the grim 
realities of winter and 
it 
almost certainly will make a 
difference in squirrel hunting 
in 1973, 
The 
pickings are 
lean. 
Acorns, which are a staple 
item in a Missouri squirrel’s 
diet, 
are 
off 
greatly 
in 
production 
over 
1972 
in 
most of the heavily forested 
areas of Missouri. 
In northern and western 
Missouri, largely prairie, the 
acorn crop is better but not a 
staple food. The heart of the 
squirrel woods is the Ozarks 
and there the acorn picture is 
poor. 
“We rate our mast crops 
on a basis of 300 points 
being 
perfect, 
says 
Don 
Christisen, game biologist for 
t h e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
o f 
Conservation. 
“ No 
season 
ever is perfect. From 226 
points on up is excellent. In 


the Ozarks this year, the 
overall index was 153 points 
for the black oaks and 111 
for the white oaks.” 
Squirels 
favor 
hickory 
nuts first and attack them 
early in the fall. “T hat’s the 
ice 
cream 
nut 
crop 
for 
squirrels,” 
Christen 
says. 
“ After that, they’ll move on 
to 
the 
white 
oaks, 
the 
so-called sweet mast, then 
will wind up with the red and 
black oaks which contain a 
higher 
concentration 
of 
tannin and are more bitter.” 
Nature provides a built-in 
timetable for squirrel food. 
White oak acorns may sprout 
within days of landing on the 
ground, but the black and 
red oaks, 
which are left by 
squirrels 
until last, do not 
sproud until springtime. 
“The situation this year 
in the forest region found the 
black oaks off 41 points 
from 
1971 and the white 
oaks off 33 points, which is 


significant,” Christisen says. 
Overall, the mast index 
was almost the same as the 
1971 
index - but it was 
distributed differently, with 
fewer 
nuts in 
the heavy 
forrests and 
m ore in the 
scattered 
woodlands. 
The 
forest index was only 114, 
rated fair, while the prairie 
region had an index of 157 
or good. 


Best producing nut tree 
was the pecans w ith an index 
of 191, but squirrels have to 
be quick to beat people to 
the pecan crop, an im portant 
forest crop in Missouri. 
Even though 
the 
1971 
mast production in the oaks, 
hickories, pecans and walnuts 
was particularly down in the 
prairie region from the 1970 
index which was the best in 
f i v e 
y e a r s , 
s q u i r r e l 
production was excellent in 
the 
spring 
of 
1972 
and 
hunters benefitted. 
Some 
of 
the 
south- 
central Ozark counties had 
exceptional squirrel hunting 
and overall, the state showed 
a 
fine 
season. 
Christisen . 
sends out between 500 and 
700 hunter survey booklets 
every year to avid squirrel 
hunters. 
“ These 
are 
not 
the 
occasional hunters” he says. 
“These are hunters who go 
r e g u l a r l y . 
A n d 
m y 
information 
indicates 
that 
the 
popularity 
of squirrel 
hunting is as great as it ever 
w a s . 
I t ’s 
a 
p o p u l a r 
misconseption that squirrel 
hunting is a dying art - but it 
just isn’t so. 


“ Squirrel hunters aren’t 
as 
visible 
as 
many 
other 
hunters. Many of them just 
step out the back door and 
head for the woods. They 
d o n ’t leave a truck or a car 
along the road as a sign of 
their presence. And many of 
them are solitary hunters. 
Squirrel hunting isn’t a social 
sport, like quail hunting for 
exam ple.”

Prospect Is Grim 
For Any Progress

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A kind ol dismal pall hangs over this captial as a new 
Congress gets to work and President Nixon prepares for 
ms second term. January, symbolically, is the month of 
Iresh hope. Yet the signs of it are not visible. 
Even the renewed prospect of a Vietnam war settlement 
doesn t help much. It has been anticipated for so long that, 
when it finally comes, we will very likely find that it gives 
us very little lift at all. 
Liberals who have argued for years that Vietnam stood 
in the way of virtually all home front progress will be 
placed, uncomfortably in the bright glare. 
Over-promisers without equal, they will be stripped of 
all excuse and asked to deliver. But deliver what? 
The massive health care program the nation seems so 
badly to need? Sen. Edward Kennedy, a chief proponent 
of such a program, sees no hope for passage by Congress 
this year, though he has been actively trying to build 
pressure for it for at least two years. 
The rebuilding of the cities? Here the glibness of the 
liberals has really entrapped them. The phrase rolls 
easily off the tongues of the romantics. But the fact is 
they don’t have the vaguest idea how to accomplish the 
task. 
Even a superficial tour of half a dozen of our largest 
cities is quickly sobering. Housing is deteriorating. Streets 
are pocked. Ordinary services are performed erratically 
at best. The response to crime has been to convert many 
homes, apartments, stores and other living and working 
places into minor fortresses under constant guard. Re­ 
building the cities, in body and spirit, looks like the tasK 
of a half a century rather than half a presidential term 
as Sen. George McGovern appeared to be suggesting in 
his campaign. 
But it the liberals’ barrenness of fresh thought is near 
to being exposed in early 1973, what about Richard Nixon? 
He may have gained crushing re-election by behaving 
in a “ presidential m anner” in the foreign field he loves 
so much. Yet, against a rival who struck U.S. voters as 
presidential’’ in no way, the President’s triumph may 
have been deceptively easy. 
He could be reading the signals wrong if, as some of his 
friends hint, he imagines he can make his second term a 
duplicate of the first. 
True, he won’t be standing for election again, and won’t 
have to take any personal heat if he, too, fails to deliver 
on the home front. 
But we are not today in a time of foreign crisis such as 
m arked Harry T ru m an ’s regime and is persuading many 
to overlook T rum an’s serious domestic failures. We have 
a more balanced mix of problems, and Americans unmis­ 
takably want some kind of real movement at home. 
Thus Mr. Nixon may risk more than some observers 
think if he does not apply strong influence in such areas 
as welfare and tax reform. Why? For one thing, historians 
surely will see that the mix is different, and judge Mr. 
Nixon across the board. For a second, the President owes 
allegiance to the “ system ,” not just to his image in 
history. 
The time may not be right for broad health care, but it 
is clearly right for action on welfare and taxes. Some 
specialists argue that a president needs a second term to 
let such issues m ature and then move at last to act upon 
them, Mr. Nixon now has that chance. Not to deliver may 
be to do grave harm to the presidency as an instrument 
for effective action on today’s puzzling home front. As 
the year dawns, hope is thin.

Legal rights few for illegetimates 


N o crueler exam ple of the 
O ld 
Testament

children--

T hese 
unfortunate waifs are far more 
likely 
than other infants to 
b e c o m e 
d e l i n q u e n t , 
hom osexual, or neurotic. Many 
are welfare recipients almost 
from birth. 
D e sp ite 
th e 
increased 
availability and effectiveness of 
c o n tr a c e p tiv e s , 
and 
the 
liberalized 
attitude 
toward 
abortion in some areas, the rate 
of illegitimate births in the 


U nited States has tripled since 
1 9 4 0 . 
The 
number 
bom 
betw een 1961 and 1970 was 
equal to the population of the 
city o f Los Angeles. By 1980, 
it is estimated that 400,000 
illegitim ate children a year will 
be born in this country. 
T he legal disabilities that 
long have plagued illegitimate 
children may have disappeared 
by then. Five years ago, the 
U .S. Supreme Court ruled that 
it 
was unconstitutional for a 
state to deny an illegitimate 
child 
the 
right 
to 
recover 
damages 
for 
the 
wrongful 
death of his m other. Last year, 
the court began to expand the 
rights of the illegitimate child 
in relation to his father. It held 


that a state could not deny 
such 
acknowledged 
children 
the right to receive a deceased 
f a t h e r ’ s 
w o r k m e n ’ s 
compensation payments. 
“Why should the illegitimate 
child be denied rights merely 
because of his birth out of 
w e d lo c k ? ” 
asked 
Justice 
William O. Douglas in the 1968 
opinion. He 
noted that the 
marital status o f one’s parents 
did not affect an American’s 
responsibility to pay taxes and 
be subject to the draft. In the 
more recent case, Justice Lewis 
F. Powell Jr. wrote for the 
court: “No child is responsible 
for his birth, and penalizing an 
ille g itim a te 
child 
is 
an 
ineffectual- as well as unjust­ 


way of deterring the parent.” 
D isp la y in g 
h is 
strict- 
constructionist colors, Justice 
William H. Rehnquist disagreed 
with Powell and the rest of the 
court, asserting that he could 
not find an illegitimate child’s 
right to com pensation benefits 
mentioned in the Constitution. 
Now before the court are 
cases which attack Texas laws 
obliging a father to support his 
le g itim a te , 
but 
not 
his 
ille g itim a te , 
children 
and 
d e n y in g 
th e 
illegitim ate 
offspring the right to sue the 
father for support. 
The right of every child- 
regardless o f his “legitim acy” 
to the support of his father was 
recognized more than a centry 


ago by the British jurist and 
legal 
scholar, 
Sir 
William 
Blackstone. Som e states, such 
as Texas, have not yet com e 
that far. Critics of laws like 
those of Texas point to them 
as 
a 
major reason for the 
eco n o m ic 
deprivation 
and 
related hardships suffered by 
many illegitimate children. 
Arizona and Oregon have 
abolished 
the 
concept 
of 
illegitim acy 
altogether 
by 
allowing a child born out of 
wedlock the 
same rights o f 
support and inheritance as the 
child of married parents. After 
the 
1968 
Supreme 
Court 
decision, Missouri reversed its 
posture on the issue and now 
requires 
every 
father 
to 


support his child, legitimate or 
not. 
P o ssib ly 
these 
hapless 
children will at last be caught 
up in the sweep of the civil 
rights movement. This would 
be only fitting, according to 
Harry D. Krause, author of 
Illegitimacy: Law and Social 
Policy 
(1971). 
It 
is 
his 
contention that laws penalizing 
illegitimate birth stem from the 
same source as those that have 
held back women and racial 
m inorities- prejudice, pure and 
simple.

What Causes Bags 
Under the Eyes?

Dear Dr. Lamb—This may 
not seem important to you. 
but it is to me. How can you 
get rid of bags under your 
eyes? 
I’ve 
tried 
many 
things. What causes these? 
Dear Reader—Directly un­ 
derneath 
the 
eyelid 
is 
a 
small bag of fat. As people 
get older, unless they have 
remained very thin, this bag 
of fat increases in size lead­ 
ing to the typical baggy ap­ 
pearance that disturbs some 
people. Of course, with the 
enlargement of the bag of 
fat, the skin of the lower 
eyelid is stretched. The only 
satisfactory way of correct­ 
ing this problem is by cos­ 
metic surgery. 
An incision is made along 
the rim of the lower eyelid 
just at the base of the eye­ 
lashes. With a little pressure 
beneath the eyeball, the bag 
of fat is literally popped out 
and excised. The excess skin 
is then removed and the in­ 
cision sutured. It usually re­ 
quires several months to re­ 
gain full normal movement 
of the lower eyelid, since the 
muscles normally associated 
with the eyelid closure are 
attached to the skin in this 
region and are cut in the 
course of the operation. 
Transitory 
accumulation 
of small amounts of fluid 
will also cause bags tempo­ 
rarily. This is more prom­ 
inent in the morning and 
usually disappears by noon 
unless there is an associated 
medical problem. 
Dear Dr. Lam b- My hus­ 
band is a faithful reader of 
vour column and would like 
to know this. He takes vit­ 
amin capsules 
and chews 
them. 1 have told him they 
will dissolve if he swallows 
them whole, and he will get 
the same benefit. He can­ 
not accept that answer. He 
chews any pill or capsule 
and does ’ not believe they 
can dissolve themselves, but 
that 
they 
go 
undigested 
through your system. Please 
explain the truth. 


Dear Reader—Pills are de­ 
signed to be dissolved in the 
digestive tract. The coating 
on them, including vitamin 
pills and capsules, is usually 
there to save you from hav­ 
ing to experience their ter­ 
rible taste. While it isn’t true 
that medicines have to taste 
awful to be effective, it does 
seem to be tru e that a lot of 
good medicines taste pretty 
bad, including some vitamin 
preparations. Some pills are 
coated with a material to 
keep them from being dis­ 
solved in the stomach. This 
is 
because 
the 
types 
of 
chemicals in the pills might 
be destroyed by the acid di­ 
gestive juices in the stom­ 
ach, and it is desired that 
they be protected from this 
until they reach the intestine 
which 
is 
m ore 
alkaline. 
These 
are 
called 
enteric 
coated pills or capsules. 
There are some pills that 
don’t dissolve well in the di­ 
gestive tract and might pass 
through 
without 
adequate 
absorption. This is a result 
of faulty preparation, if it 
should occur, 
and to my 
knowledge 
no 
pharm aceu­ 
tical houses are intentionally 
making pills of this type. 
Some 
pills 
should 
be 
chewed, but usually the doc­ 
tor will give you this instruc­ 
tion or they will be on the 
prescription, or it will be 
on the bottle if it happens to 
be something you can buy 
yourself. As an illustration, 
many of the antacid tablets 
are chewed so that they will 
provide the most immediate 
and 
effective 
neutralizing 
action of the acid in the 
stomach. I think it’s safe to 
say that your husband can 
swallow his vitamin pills and 
other pills and feel assured 
he will receive the full bene­ 
fit from them.

The case of the

The only problem Howie found with his leisure. . .was how 
to keep others from using it. Taking a dim view of working, he 
preferred to hang around a poolroom where he cut up pretty 
well. One day, however, he cut up pretty badly and was arrested 
for disorderly conduct. After handcuffing Howie and placing 
him in a patrol car, the arresting officer then re- entered the 
poolroom to make a second arrest. When he returned to his car, 
however, he found both Howie and his handcuffs gone. 
Several days later, when their paths Grossed again, the 
indignant officer arrested Howie for stealing his handcuffs. 
“ He had some nerve,” complained the officer in court. “ It 
was bad enough he escaped from my patrol car, but he had no 
right to take my property with him. Without my handcuffs, I 
felt practically naked.” 
“Well, I obviously couldn’t leave the cuffs behind,” was 
Howie’s answer.” And, since he willfully put them on me I can’t 
be convicted of stealing them since I came into possession of 
them lawfully.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you convict Howie 
of stealing the officer’s handcuffs? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that 
“ possession” means to have control, care and management of an 
object. And, observed the judge, when a person is handcuffed 
against his will, it would be manifestly absurd to think that he is 
given control, care and management of the handcuffs. On the 
contrary, concluded the judge, he has mere custody of them and 
may not deprive the true owner of them. If he does, it’s larceny.
